15 Commission’s investigation, we discovered tliat Gene Stipe was at the center of multiple

fi 16  schemes that transferred funds from Stipe irito the Cominittee, while hiding Stipe as the true

17  source of the contributions. One sch_eine _included recruiting intermediaries, such as Larry .

18  Morgan, to whom Stipe, w1th the help of Michael Mass, gave at least fifteen thousand dollars.

19  Morgan then funneled Stipe’s money to siraw contributors so as to make the eontributions appear
20 asif tiiey were iegitimate. Michael Mass has already signed a conciliation agreement and paid a
21  civil perialty approved by the Comm_ission_.

22 On October 9, l2003, the Commissioh found reason to believe that Larry Morgan

23 knowingly and willfully violated 2 U.S.C. § 441f by assisting Stipe in the making of excessive
24  contributions in the names of otliers and entered pre-probable cause conciliation.
